In the nomination of candidates for 
the legislature, we regret to see that 
Colonel H. H. Jones, of the Macon 
Telegraph, was defeated. We expec- 
ted him tobe nominated, and we de- 
sired it. We hoped hereafter to be able 
to refute some of the arguments he has 
used against Atlanta by a reference to 
his,own experience, but even this 
small consolation is denied us, We 
have no means of knowing the causes 
that led tu Colonel Jones’s defeat, but 
we suspect that it was largely due to 
carelesznees on his part, for in these 
days a personal canyase is one of the 
conditions precedent to success. Or it 
may have been due tothe untimely 
appeal made by his friends who argued 
that he should be elected because he 
was the foremost champion of the 
“halls of our fathers.” The most 
plausible reason, however, is that the 
people, knowing the antipathy of Uol. 
Tones to Atlanta, and haying a deep~ 
seated conviction that the capital will 
be retained in this city, concluded not 
to trust one of their most prominent 
and popular citizens to the corrupting 
influences that surround, and the pit- 
falis set for unwary legislators in the 
Georgia metropolis—infiuences and 
pit-falls that he “has so often and 80 
eloguently described. But it is useless 
to speculate.

Advantages and Disadvantages of 
the English Niyle. 
Jennie June in the Baitimore American. 
The English morning wedding, 
which has of late been adopted by our 
“hess soviety, and obtained such a 
hold as to wipe out the most cherished 
traditions, has met with a set back in 
the form of an opposition “American” 
ceremony employed with great eclat by 
several old Koickerbocker families in 
the arrangement oi recent nuptials. 
The “English” style, in fact, has its 
disadvantages. In the first place the 
bridesmaids, often numerous, have no 
attendants,for there are no groomsmen; 
and tne possibilities of a little flirtation, 
and future acquaintance growing out 
of the commingling of white silks with 
kid gloves, cake, and orange blossoms, 
are alllost. The bridesmaid has liter~ 
ally nothing except a bouquet or cheap 
locket to compensate her for the trouble 
and expense of preparation consequent 
upon seeing one of her triends petted 
and admired as a bride, while she her- 
self is left unnoticed and uncared for. 
“The no cards and cakes” also has 
its difficulties. They served a double 
purpose of explanation and friendly 
attention to distant friends and near 
acquaintances, which saved a vast 
amount of trouble and heart burning. 
Then the English custom not only per- 
mite but authorizes the bridegroom to 
wear an informa! costume, in striking 
contrast to the elaborate dress of the 
hride,and which seems neither respect- 
ful toher nor the gorgeous arrayed 
friends who have been invited to be 
resent at the tying of the nuptia 
not. All these considerations have 
finally arrayed themselves into decided 
objections, and culminated in a revival, 
as before remarked, ot the 
old fashioned full dress ‘Ameri- 
can” ceremony. At such  wec- 
dings the br.desmaids are attended by 
an equal number of groomsmen, all of 
whom, as well as the groom, are attired 
in full evening dress. The cake is re- 
stored to its proper place of honor upon 
the well supplied supper table, and the 
bride cuts the first piece, according to 
ancient custom. edding cake and 
wedding cards are sent around to such 
friends aud acquaintances «as are not 
present at the wedding, which does not 
take place at church in the morning, 
but at the home of the bride in the 
evening, and is immediately followed 
by the reception.

DETAILS OF THE BATTLE. 

A special diepateh to the Daily News 
dated Veran Kaleh, Sunday evening, 
says: The fortress aad city of Kars, 
with three hundred cannon, stores, 
ummunition, cash, eic., fell into the 
Russian hands, The Turks lost 5,000 
killed and wounded,

VersaiLies, Nov. 19.—In the senate 
this morning, Arago in the name of the 
left, moved the previous question in 
regard to M. Audreau de Kerdret’s im- 
terpellation as to how the ministers 
bave instructed officials to act with re 
gard to the electoral inquiry voted by 
the chamber of deputies, on the grouna 
that it is unconstitutional, and an en- 
eroachment on the rights of thecham- 
ber of deputies.

New York, November 19.—The will 
of Professor Martin Paine, lete ot the 
university of the city of New York, 
was filed to-day. Professor Paine was 
born in 1794, became a protessor in the 
university in 1841, and was a well- 
known writer of medical and religious 
works. His son, Robert Troup Paine, 
committed suicide. He was greatly 
affecied by the sad death of his son. | 
To keep alivetbe memory of the young 
man he had a biography of him, con~ 
taining his portraitand essays, prepar- 
ed, and sent copies of it to all the col- 
leges. 

Dr, Paine has bequeathed the bulk 
of an estate valued at wore than $200,- 
000 to the Harvara college, in furiher- 
ance ot his purpose to perpetuate his 
son’s name. He directs carefully how 
the money is to be used, and if Harvard 
college is not willing to comply with 
the conditions, the money is to gu to 
the University of Vermont, under the 
same conditions, The executors are 
President Ellott, of Harvard; Pro- 
tessor John UC, Draper, and Rev. Edward 
Anthon.

FELTON’S BOOM. 


THE DBBATEH ON THE REPEAL OF 
THE BREAUMPIION ACT. 
_——0oo ——_—_——_ 

Speech of Hon. Wi lam H. Felten, 
of Georgia, in the Heuse of Bep- 

resemtatiy+s, November 14, 1877. 


The house having under considera- 
tion the bill (H. &. No. 805) to repeal 
the third section of the act entitied 
“Anacit for the resumption of specie 


_| payments” — 


Mr. Felton said: 

Mr. Speaker: I have bnt few finan- 
cial figures. Indeed, I only proiess to 
be able to see and appreciate results, 
effects. Asin nature there are effects 
that are apparent to the most casual 
observer, while all the secret springs 
which produced these effects may not 
be known. In disease the physician 
has littie to do with names—with the 
technical descriptions that fill up his 
books as so much waste lumber. He 
sees before him only symptoms, and 


toms by all the appliances within 
his reacn. In the financial 
policy of this country I see and appre- 
ciate results, the effects, the symptoms 
—all indicative of a fatal termination, 
and demanding the most prompt and 
efficient remedies. Ciass legislation is 
destructive to civil liberty. It engend- 
ers resistance, it estranges the class an- 
tagonized from the government, for men 
cease to respect the laws which oppress 
them. The government which enacts 
and enforces discriminating measures 
must soon expect to find among its cit 
1z32n8 one class who are its hereditary 
friends and another class who are its 
hereditary enemies. This friendship 
and this enmity must continue until 
one becomes the only pillar upon which 
the government rests, or until the other 
culminates in rebeilion or slavery. 

Every monarchy in Exrope and in 
Asia, whether limited by constitutional! 
law or baving no limitations thrown 
around the will of the ruler, had its 
= in personal ane class preferences 
and is maintained by legal favoritism. 
Divide into classes and then sustain the 
favored class by every act of the gov- 
ernment is the maxim of despotic 
rulers, They have in general so insid- 
lously accomplished their purpose that 
the ens.aved class did not suspect en- 
croachments upon their political, social 
and industrial rights until they were 
powerless for averting the evil. 

In this republican government we 
have always resisted the formation of 
Classes. “Equality befure the law” bas 
been the recognized position. of every 
American citizen. We have applied 
this principle not only to men, but the- 
oretically we have applied it to occupa- 
tions and pursuits in life. 

An open path, unhedged by law, has 
been supposed to open invitingly before 
every occupation,every species of labor; 
and the man who bad no endowment 
but his capacity for work—who was wil- 
ling to work—-who remembered that 
all legitimate wealth was the resultant of 
work, has been taught by the theory of 
our government that under its foster- 
ing care the highest rewards were at- 
vainable. Instead of seeking his im- 
poverishment and degradation, the law 
was ever supposed to be on his side, 
kindly in sympathy with his necessi- 
ties, and disposed to stimulate rather 
than retard his efforts in bettering his 
condition. 

_ The good report of our governnient 
in this particular has gone throughout 
the world. The thousands of emigrants 
who have built up the west and who 
are an important factor in the future 
of our country have been attracted 
here by our supposed equal laws, un~ 
hedged paths ot industry, our respect 
for jabor, and the absence of all class 
distinctions, 

I repeat this has been the theory of 
our g vernment, and whenever the 
peop.e become convinced of a depar- 
ture or @ proposed departure from 
this principle of “equal and exact jus- 
tice to ail men,’ they will resist it by 
all the means at their command. : 
The people are noc yet prepared to 
surrender their rights into the hands 
ofthe few. They are not willing that 
monopolists, corporationists, national 
bond holders and the money-changers 
of this country shall become 
the unchallenged lords of 
the country, Holding the soil 
and its productions, the manufacturirg 
and mining interests, as tributaries tu 
their wealth. 

The formation of classes is to be de- 
precated. Even the organization of 
parties in the interest of special indus- 
tries is to be censured and condemned. 
Labor or working men’s parties are al! 
ees because they are based upon 
one 1dea, upon personal advancement, 
individual gain, to the exclusion of, or 
even 1 Opposition to, other interests 
and occupations entitled to govern- 
ment sympathy and protection equally 
with themselves. 

Labor has no right to make war up~ 
on capital, because capital is as neces-~ 
sary to productive industry as labor. 
Labor strikes and combinations on the 
part of emploves against capital are 
unwise and destructive to the interests 
of capital and labor. When these 
combinations resort to violeuce they 
are Criminal and are deserving the con- 
demnation of every good citizen, 
though we are not surprised that men 
who are dependent upon their labor 
for bread, whose families have no secu- 
rity against starvation but their daily 
wages, who have not always the safe- 
guards of intelligence and virtue 
thrown around them, should occasiou- 
ally take counsel of their passions and 
foolishly and criminally resist the 
colossal combination waich has for the 
laat few years waged an exterminating 
war upon the labor of this country. 

It is wrong and criminal for produc. 
tive labor to conspire against corpora 
tions, agiinst bondLolders, against cap- 
ital. It is equally wrong and criminal 
for capital to combine and to conspire 
against labor and by its superior power 
make labora mere serf to minitter to 
its exorbitant demands; to seek by 
unhailowed and fraudulent combina- 
tions to rob agricultural, manufactur- 
ing, mining, and all the wealth-making 
industries of their legitimate rewards. 
I subinit that the financial legislation 
of this country since 1870 has been the 
result of a deliberate conspiracy on the 
part of the creditor class to rob, de- 
fraud and impoverish the debtor class. 
I submit that the act forcing resump- 
tion of specie payments in 1879, by 
contracting the cireulation of lega! 
tender notes, and the act of 18735, 
demonetizing the silver dollar, were ae 
unjust and wicked as the labor strikes 
which have recently startled and 
alarmed all good citizens. 

The only difference was, the last was 

illega! aed vieient; the other sought to 
cover the outrage they perpetrated by 
the forms and sanctions of law. 
The only difference was, one was 
epeedily and justly suppreesed; the 
other, pancplied in gold aad protected 
by politicai influeuce, smiles in its 
bloated security upon the wrecks of 
fortune—the biasted hopes and the 
suffering povertv it has created. 

The act demonetizing silver, in my 
opinion, was the most deliberate and 
inexcus.ble fraud upon labor known 
in the legislative history of the wor!d. 

The scheme for demonetizing one cf 
the metals throughout the western 
world originated soon after the discoy- 
ery of gold in California and Australia. 
it was supposed that the production of 
gold would be enormous and the gov- 
ernments of the world were invoked to 
prevent the anticipated dcline in the 
value of gold by its demonetization. 
Germany and Austria did in 1857 de- 
monetize gold, aud otLer nations would 
have followed their !ead hut for the re 
sistance of Frarce. It was changed in 
1865 into a movement for the demone- 
tizaiion of silver. This movement was 
likewise resisted by France. Here | 
may remark, that France has at all 
limes her finances with an 
ability unequaled among the nations of 
Europe. Her war with Germany in- 
e cased her debt 7,900,000 000besides the 
ives Of two of her finest piovinces, She 

to be wrecked. Germany,her 
looked on ex ¥;

tury; but France has taught her that 
well-managed finances are more pow- 
erful than well-managed armies. To~ 
day, while Germany, crazy about a 
single metallic standard and the re- 
sumption of specie payments, sits 
shivering on the verge of national 
bankruptcy; France, wich every dollar 
of her war fine canceled, with all her 
industries prosperous, is now, seven 
years after crushing defeat, the superi- 
or of her conqueror, 

The Frenct government made paper 
money a legul tender for all debts, 
public and private—honored its own 
money. The banking establis!ments of 
the country loaned to the people money 
in sufficient quantity to carry on their 
industries, and the people were so 
prosperous that they in turn tendered 
to their government the loan of four 
times the amount of money necessary 
to pay the war debt. 

Such is Frauce, that resisted the one- 
metallic-standard folly; such is the 
nation that inflates rather than con- 
tracte her currency, that never worries 
about resumption, and at the 


his duty is to battle with those symp- | 


same time has in the 
vaults of her banks more gold and sil- 
ver than there isin the combined 
banks of England and Germany. 

Germany and the United States de-~ 
monetiz sd silver in 1873, both govern- 
ments being influenced by one motive, 
namely: to protect and enrich the 
creditor class and those having fixed 
incomes against a fall in the value of 
monev,. 

Tuis is the secret of this one metallic- 
standard movement. They feared a 
decline in the purchasing value of sil- 
ver. They knew if they could shelve 
one of our metalic standards it would 
quadruple the value of the remaininz 
standard, 

Eajoying ‘‘fixed incomes,” which are 
never affected in volume by the un- 
certainties of trade, by fickle and unre- 
liable seasons, by sivkness and the 
amount of work performed, they knew 
they would thereby eet tat their 
wealth ; that it was the certain means 
of making the rich richer and the poor 
poorer ; it would send down the wages 
of labor and the prices of commodities. 

So then, silver, the money of the 
constitution, the coin which had been 
a l-gal-iender for all dues, public 
and private, from the origin of the 
government was deliberately set aside, 
retired from circulation, practically 
driven out of the country. The chan- 
ces for resumption lessened; indeed 
made impossible; debts contracted 
when gold and silver were both legal. 
tenders, now to be paid only in g ld; 
all for what? 

To benefit that ‘small part of capital 
which has ceased to labor and js at 
rest, in the form of fixed and perma 
nent investments.” 

But sir, this “money power” was not 
coutent with the demonetization of sil- 
ver. 

this did not contract the currency 
sufficiently. This did not shrink val- 
ues in proportion to their greed. This 
did not quite transfer all the property 
of the country into their hands. This 
did not quite make New York and 
commercial New England the owners 
in fee simple of the cotton fields of 
the south and the grain fields of the 
west. 

Ever on the alert, in 1875 they de- 
vise and consummate the 
grandest scheme of — contraction 
known to the history of governments,at 
a time when the public and private in- 
debtedness of this country was appall- 
ing; for there was the national debt, 
upou which the government has paid 
interest, alone, since the war, amount- 
ing to $1.422 057,577; there was the 
railroad debi, amounting, at the time 
this iniquitous law was enacted, to 
about $5,000,000 000, upon which the 
labor of the country was paying inter-~ 
est; to which must be added the state 
and municipal indebtedness of the 
country, swelling the entire indebted- 
ness of the country to about $10 000, 
000,000, upon which labor is. paying 
interest. Then, there is the private 
indebtedness of the country, absolutely 
incalculable. 

Then, there was the southern section 
of our country, laid waste by the var, 
with her former immense wealth— 
about $7,000,000,000 —biotted out; her 
fields uncultivated; her once happy 
homes, many of them, in ashes; her 
farmers without implements of hus- 
bandry, without stock, and without 
credit; all her enterprises prostrate— 
widowhood and orphanage throughout 
the land. Just at this time the gov~ 
ernment resolves to contract tue cur- 
rency, bringing every commodity and 
every species of labor down to a gold 
basis, and unquestionably reducing the 
debtor class tu penury and want. 

It has been said that the issuing of 
our greenback curiency was a war 
necessity. I1t was intended to sustain 
the country during the exhausting 
struggle in which it was engaged. It 
was successful in doing this; and I sup. 
mit that acurrency which was essential 
during that period of waste and de- 
struction—the stimulant that preserved 
the vital forces of the nation durivg the 
war—is more a necessity at the close 
than it was during the excitement of 
that struggle; that, so long as the se- 
quences of that war continued, so long 
the stimulant should be applied. The 
physician who suspends his reme-« 
dies just as the paroxyism passes off, 
either ignorantly or criminally,delivers 
up his patient to death. When the 
national life demanded a continuance 
of the stimulant which had 
borne it through the crisis, just as the 
wild delirium of war was about to sub- 
side into reason, just when our indus- 
tries most needed help—just then all 
our encouragements were withdrawn 
and finencial ruin ensued 

Like the poor maniac we read of who 
was wild with rage, the evil spirit was 
rebuked and its departure leit him as 
‘‘one dead;”’ but fortunately there was 
“power and goodness” at hand. He 
was commanded to arise,and he sprang 
into life, health, and bappinese: Alas! 
aas! when our industries were as “‘one 
dead” there was nu siatesinanship with 
capacity to say, “‘arise.”” ‘There they 
lay in their helpless exhaustion, and 
their dying condition was seized upon 
by interested parties to rob and despoil 
them. 

Sir, it seems to me we should learn 
something from history, for history is 
philosoph, teaching by example. 

In Eugiand, it is said, the years from 
1797 to 1815 were the most prosperous, 
industriousiy and commercially, ever 
known. Agricuiture, commerce, and 
manufactures had greatly angmented. 
The landed proprietors were in effla- 
ence. Wealth to an unheard-of extent 
had been created among the farmers. 
Exports, imports, and tonnage had 
wore than doubled siuce the war 
began. 

These eighteen years of prosperity 
were years of suspension of specie pay 
ments by the bank oi England. There 
was no abatement in this prosperity 
until the monied nobility, led on by 
Sir Robert Peel,began to clamor for re- 
eumption. Then ali this prosperity of 
labor, this univerga!l and unheard-of 
prosperity, ceased. 

As s00D a8 contraction commenced 
prices fell toa ruinousextent. Wages 
tell with the price of commodities, aad 
itis said that before the close of the 
year 1816 panic, bankruptcy, riot, 

oodshed, and starvation spread 
through the land. 

The lst of May, 1823, had been fixed 
upon by law wuhen the banks shoula 
resume, and they contracted their cir- 
culation rapidly to meet the gold and 
silver standards of value. The result 
was that from 1815 to 1523 more than 
four fifths of the iand-owners of Eng- 
land lost their estates. The number of 
land-owners was reduced from oae hun- 
dred and sixty thonsand tothirty thou- 
sand, and, in the language of Wendel! 
Phillipe, “bankruptcy, the very history 
of which makes the blood ce d to-day, 
bligh'ed the empire.”

tributable tothe villainies of England’s 
resumption laws. In every panic with 
which Engiand has been affircted—in 
the one just referred to, and also in 
1836 and 1839, in 1847 and in 1857, and 
especially in 1866, relief was only ob- 
tained by the repeal of the resumption 
lawsand by inflating the paper cur- 
rency of the country. 

What a striking contrast between 
England at the close of her Napoleonic 
wars and France at the close of her 
war with Germany. The latter power, 
instead of contracting her currency 
expands it; makes her notes a legal 
tender, pays her debts, sends thrift and 
prosperity through all her provinces, 
abolishes the empire, and estab/ishes a 
republican form of government. Tae 
finances are managed in the interest of 
the people and not in theinterest of an 
aris-ocracy, and the result is, monarchy 
gives place to a government by the 
people and for the people. 

While the diflerence between Eag. 
land and France is strikivg, the resem~ 
blance between the financial policy of 
this government and that of England 
is also impressive. During our late 
civil war tue people of the north and 
west were never more prosperous in all 
of their industrial. pursuits. Every 
“iepartment of industry was stimulated 
to the utmost capacity; farmers and 
manufacturers, merchants and bank- 
era, all were richly rewarded for their 
labor and investments. In 1865, at the 
close of the war this prosperity was still 
in existence, 

This prosperity extended in part to 
the devastated south and enabled her 
for a brief period to restore ber waste 
places and gather supplies to feed her 
houseless populatien. The circulation 
of money among the people at this time 
amounted to $58 per capita. The facts 
assure us that if this volume of 
currency had been continued until this 
time the burdens of taxation would 
have been well-nigh removed, the debts 
of the nation, of states, of corporations, 
and especially of individuals, woula 
have been well-nigh canceled, “tramps” 
w uld never have been heard of, riots 
wou.d never have disgraced Pennsy!- 
vania and other northern siates, ali 
sectional strife and class supremacy 
would long since have been submerged 
under a tide of unrivaled public and 
private prosperity. 

Alas! as in England, so in this coun- 
try, during the war the commercial cen- 
ters, notably New York and New Eag- 
land, from their superior advantages, 
gathered in the “bonds” of the govern- 
ment: the crystallized tears, blood, 
losses and poverty of the nation—these 
exponents of a nation’s travail. 

Every dollar that the speculators and 
bankers of New York and Boston could 
accumulate in this time of prosperity, 
and which was not expended in hiring 
substitutes to take their places in the 
field, where brave men were battling 
for the union, every dollar that tae 
camp-followers and bomb-proof office- 
holders could command, was invested 
in government securities at about fifty 
cents on the dollar. 

Kurope with its unemployed ca pital 
bought up these bonds—men who had 
no sympathy with the labor and strug- 
yles of this country,antiq uated Shylocks, 
who stood sharpening tneir knives and 


soliloquising with themselves: 


lil have the heart as forfeit of the dond. I'll 


cut near the heart. 


“I'll bave my bond. I will not hearthee 


speak. 

I'illhave my bond; and therefore speak no 

nore, 

I'll not be made a soft and dull eyed fool, 

To tg the head, relent, and sigh, and 

To Christian intercessors Follow not. 

I'll have no speating; J UW have my bond. 
At the close of the war, these Amer- 
ican and European Shylocks, as they 
did in England, became clamorous for 
contraction! They cared nothing for 
specie payments. This was a mere 
pretense to accomplish their ultima- 
tum, contraction. 

Specie was amere “decoy” to lead 
the unsuspecting, productive classes 
into their meshes. Their capital was 
fixed, and they desired to convert it 
into products of labor, and they must 
first shrink the value of those products 
to bankrupt rates, 

They have triumpbed! The agita- 
tion of the question sent labor down, 
Then through 
their influence, came the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, then the resumption law; 


the coils of the anaconda tighvened a 
wail went up throughout the 
land—a wail rivaling the wail that 
went up throughout Kogland, and 
which is described as making the 
“blood run cold.” 

The tailures in business have been 
innumerable; tbe loss from shrinkage 
in vaiues has been incalculable; the 
suffering from reduced wages has oeen 
appalling. | 
Homes, comforts,and even the neces- 
sities of life, have passed forever from 
once happy families. Hard and grind-~ 
ing poverty is pressing our Citizens in 
every section of the country; in every 
avenue of trade and production. Rail- 
roads and banks are being wound up 
by receivers; saving institutions are 
disappearivg; furnaces and factories are 
suspended; mining property is a burden 
lo owners; merchants are being driven, 
by the thousands, into voluntary or 
inv»luntary bankruptcy; employees are 
standing “‘all the day idie,” because no 
man isable to hire them. The farmers 
—the strength of the country, the pri- 
mary source of all wealth—have been 
reduced to the greatest straits. The 
farmers of the south are not realizing 
from the sales of their cotton the cost 
of production. In many of the states 
after paying for labor and fertilizers and 
other expenses, they find themselyes 
inextricavly in debt. Georgia, the 
leading southern state in all the ele-~ 
ments of agricultural and manufacter- 
ing wealih, and whose citizens,in every 
industry and enterprise, are without a 
superior decreased in taxable property 
last year $15,902,154. Tenne.see de- 
creased over $:31,000,000; and these are 
the most prospero_s in their material 
industries of all the southern states, 
Texas alone excepted. [tis much worse 
among the productive classes in the 
west and in the north, The shrinkage 
there has been greater and the suifer- 
ing more intense. For while the south 
is not accumulating, and cannot until 
contraction is arrested or until it 
touches its lowest depths, yet there is 
no one starving there as in the north. 
There are no riots there; there are no 
strikes there; every man, white or black, 
can, ifhe wiil,have “food and raiment;” 
but there is financial distress there,and 
asin the north and weet, this distress 
must continue while contraction of the 
currency continues. Why ail this dis- 
tress? Why all this forced poverty ? 
Simply to enrich the few. 

It is said by the friends of resump- 
tioa that the panic of 1875 came belore 
the resuisjcion act passed, but these 
special pleaders must remember that 
during the forty-first congress,in March, 
1869, an act was passed in these words : 
“ Aud the U nited States 
also £O pledges solemnly its 
faiih to make provisions at the earliest 
practical period fur the resumption of 
the United Sta‘'es notes in coin,”’ and 
alzo all other obltigations@f the United 
States except where it @@xpressly pro- 
vided to be paid in lawiul money or 
other currency. 

Here was an assurance of speedy re- 
sumption which destroved confidence 
in the paper money of the country, and 
the contraction which had been going 
on since 1865, now went on more rapid-~ 
ly until ali confidence was lost in the 
panic of 1873. Here was a repudiation 
by the government of its own lawful 
money; and can we be surprised that 
all men discredited that money ? 
Confidence! We hear continually 
about the restoration of confidence. 
Confidence in a ship while the scuttlers 
are at work to send it to the bottom ! 
Confidence is a “promise to. pay,” 
while the sappers and miners are re- 
moving the foundations of value upon 
which that promise is made ! 

The following extract from the re 
of the “silver commission” should be 
remem : 

_ “It 1s maintained by many that ex- 
isting evils are che results of a loss and 
lack of confidence and that the sufficient 
remedy would be found in its restora-

But it is 
to be observed that they content them- 
selves with recommending confidence 
to others while they are careful not to 
wake a practical exhibition of any on 
their own part. They seem to be un- 
consciously influenced by the view, that 
while they might profit by the confi- 
dence of others, confidénce on their own 
part might involve them in losses. 

“The real mischief is not in the lack 
of confidence, but the lack of any legit- 
imate grounds for confidence; and 
there neither will be nor ought to be 
any revival or extension of confidence 
so long as the volume of money contin- 
nes to shrink and prices continue to 
fall.”

One thing 
I do know, every millionaire, every 
man who owns two or three hundred 
thousand dollars in government secu- 
rities is Opposed to repeal and advo- 
cates a system of hard and grinding 
poverty for the debtor. 
I suppose the gentleman means by 
“bankrupt” a man who is unable to 
pay his debts, which inability has been 
brought about by this system of con- 
traction which he advocates. Still the 
ruinous word of contraction goes on 
and millions of “greenbacks” are being 
retired and destroyed by the govern- 
ment monthly and the national banks 
are likewise retiring their circulation 
by millions, in prep tration for the pro- 
posed day of resumption.

{HE FISH MARKET—FZ0M (‘HE BHAD TO THE 

STURGEON, 
Situated about equidistant from Charleston, 
Sayannah and Mobile, pnd the mountain 
streams of east Tennessee/ Atlauta is not rur- 
passed asa fish market anywhere in the south. 
The eariiest salt-water fish in the market are the 
black bass (usually called the black fieh) and 
the whiting, for whicn fine finery sampies we 
are indebted to Charieston The biack fish is 
the most popu.ar in this market, and lasting 
during the season, is sold, perhaps, toa greater 
extent than any other fish. It isa handsome 
black fish, fatand fine grained, weighing from 
%4'0 @ pound and a Palf; in shape being a croes 
between atroeut and a perch. The whiting is 
smaller aud of a richer fl vor, though more in 
tricately buned. These fish sell at4uto5 cents 
a bupcd (for families of six to ten persons.) 
The next fish that comes to us from the eea is 
the salt waiter speckled trout, a contribution 
from Mobile. lt reaches us about the first of 
Oc ober and is at once eagerly eought ior by the 
Jews, who eat them almost exclusively. It is 
an aimost boneless fisb of a peculiarly rich and 
nutty taste. weighs about toree-quarters of a 
pou! d and selis for 124g cents per pound. The 
mullet, am inferior fish, with coerse ficsh and 
Often a muddy taste, commes about 
this time and is popular with the poorer Classes 
‘ine highest priced, and by all odds the best fish 
ofthe seasou is the pompana, 4 delicately fila- 
vored fellow that comes from Pensaco!a or Nuw 
OF.cags. It isa broad, flat fish of fine shape, 
and greatly sought after by épicurea. Iu mar-~ 
kets where it is appreciated it Lriugs from $1 50 
w $3 per pair, weighing from ore toa pound 
and an eighth. It reaches ue about the first of 
December, and is in the market about ove 
month, itis winning ite way rapidiy in At- 
lauta, and the epicures who once tasie it 
sound its’ praise forever. The shad, 
provably the best stapie dish we bave: 
reaches us curiug the jatter part of December 
and the chances being good he always appears 
in time for Christmas dinner. The shad is on 
sale until April, though the latter first come, 
from Augusta and is not so good in quality. 
The Orst shad that comes from \ geechee aud St. 
Johns are the finest that we get. They open at 
$1 but usually drop to thirty-five or forty cents- 
The best dinner or baking fish is the red snap- 
per, a guif fish of jarge size, but of compact and 
tender flesh, and when properly tooked makes 
a splendid dish. 
are also popular for a dinner table-table and are 
quite cheap. 
FRESHWATER AND SHEIL FISH 

There is not a large demand for freshwater 
fish in Atlanta, except for the perch and the 
trout that are raised iu the ponds around Atlan” 
ta, and they are not: upplied ip sufficient quan- 
ties to make them a quotablearticles There ts 
asun perch, a pleasant little fellow for a break- 
fast dish, that comes from Mobile being raised 
in immese Jagvons around that city, made for 
this express purpose. These fish are in the mar- 
ket all the treason, althou _h all dealers di like 
to handle *‘green’’ fish. There are great quan 
tities ol cats, trout, e'c., that c>me from Lorth 
Georgia, but they lack the flivor of thesalt 
water fish, and do not keep well 

As tor sheill-fish.the demandin At'anta is 
tremendous Over 8,000 dozen ut crabs at 50 to 
60 cents a dozen, and 150 bushels of shrimps, at 
30 w 40 cents a quart, were sold here last sea- 
son. Oysters were from 25 to 50 cents a quart: 
The negroes eat twice as much fish as the white 
people. 

DRESSED CHICKENS TURKIES, 4c, 

Atlanta bad well mgh ¢xhausted the supply 
of poultry im the surrounding country when 
the tat and flourishing .B.ue ridge belt was 
tapped oy the Air Line road, and an e Xhaustless 
prattle of chickens poured into our larders. 
These chickens are shipped mostly, however, 
in the spring as youngsters, and our winter sup. 
p'y of pouitry comes from east Tennessee. 
There are thousand of chicken farms around 
Rogersville, and huge buildings devoted w 
cleani_g and dressing poultry. These fowls are 
dressed and shipped to Atlanta in teirces; and 
barre s. It is estimate i that Atianta imported 
last year, during the season of five months, 
130 000 pounds of poultry, or 60,000 chickens, 
6,260 turkeys and 8(00 ducks. The dressed 
iowls are driving the live poultry out of market 
and one-grocer last year killed over 1 000 chick- 
ens end dressed them, that he might find ready 
sale for them. 

THE GAME BIRDS AND GAME MEATs. 

Tuere isa growing demaaod for ail sorts of 
gaime in this cily. 

With game lovers, the partridge, of course, 
heads the list. It is estimated that 30 000 par- 
tridges Rreeaten in Atlautaina season. One 
grocery fim sold 5 700 birds two seasons ago. 
There were about 600 dozen rice birds at 75 
cents adi zen, used here last year. The de 
mand wiil be greater this year. They come 
from Savannah Sqguirrele at 20 cents a piece, 
aud rabbits at 124g are plentiful; being shipped 
by the barre! from East Tennessee, and brought 
in by local hunters and trappers. Our vanison 
comes from Tennessee, Alabama and Florida. 
The supply is full andthe meet delightful. 
Buffalo meat isof late yearsa staple of trade 
with our grocers.*It worth 16%, cents, and 
is used often in preference to veuison. 
bens and pheasants are kept 
in stock constautly, being expressed from 
the west, Toleco beiug a depot for them. They 
are quite low. Besides the above we have coons 
and opossums regularly dressed opossums being 
vended in Ca*ts as regularly as milk on ice, 

MISCELLANEOUS POINTS 

The trade in fruit is enormous. One dealer 
last Season had oue shipment of 387,000 Florida 
oranges, avd the reguiar wholesale dealers 
have doubtless had larger shipmen's. The 
Florida oranges are pushing a?! o'hers out of 
the market, Banauas, pineapples, etc , are sold 
frequently from car doore A car loaded at Key 
West is pulled through to Atlanta, aud the ven- 
dor sitting in its door retails them at remarkubly 
low rates There is nevera scarcity of fruit in 
this market. Ou the other band more frequentiy 
a giut, hence the prices are usually low. Lt ig 
estimated that over 40 000 peopie are fed in At- 
janta, of Whom 24,000 are residents and 6,400 
strangers and men who do business in the city 
and buy the.s provisions here but Jive outside 
ofthe corporation. lt is safe to say that the 
average amourit spent by each one of these peo- 
ple per day for provisions an luxuries is forty 
cents, this equals $16,000 a day or $5 840,000 that 
it costs to feed this greatcity one year Anda 
better fed city cannot be feu din the country.

RURNING OF THE UNSIGHTLY 
COMNER OF THE cimTry. 


Rick's Cigar Store Burned -—A Candy 
Stand in Rulsas—A Buteher Shep 
Ta:imed te a Kestauramt—Loss 
$2,000. 


Last night about 10 o’eloek the alarm 
of fire wes sounded from the eormer of Peach 
tree and Decatur streets. The fire department 
at once repaired to the scene and found the 
nest of shanties that hes so ‘ong disgraced that 
promineowpoint in flames, The work of eub< 
duing thé ‘fire was one of short duration. The 
water plugs were used and it was not necessary 
w even fire up Lhe engines 

RICH'8 CIGAR STORE 
was the corner stand, aud was apparently the 
seat ofthe fire. The interior was in flames, for 
where there wasso much ‘‘smoke,”’ taere must 
be some fire! The flames were speedily under 
control in the cigar store. A number,of arti- 
cles were saved in damaged condition and 
aud moved to the Pemberton corner. Mr. kich 
had but receatly left his store and was astouad- 
ed to learn of the danger to his goods. He at 
oncejrepaired to the scene and attempted to 
save all that be possibly could. He was at um 
ter loss to ace Cunt for the fire as it was first re- 
ported as occurfing in the cigar stand. Later 
investigation, however, proved this to be erro- 
neous. 

THE CANDY sTAND, 
next dooron Peachtree, where fruits and can- 
dies were sold, wasa total wreck. Peanuts and 
candy were ankle deep upon the floor, when the 
fire had been subdued, aud the shelves were 
ladeo with emp'y jars and half meited candies 
Every'hivg was flooded with water. The buck- 
ets uf haz;]-nuts were frauds and deceptions as 
the man who rammed his hana into them tound 
out. Burnt almonds were in plenty. although 
not buned before the fre raged. Fried dates 
were among the luxuries presented when the 
torcies were broughtin, and roes ed bananas 
were not sucb a bad dish as a fellow might sup- 
pose, 

FPARKS” BUTCHERY. 

The meatstore of Sparks & Tye was next door 
to the coruer on Decatur street. It was one of 
the places attacked by the fire. and bid fair to 
be converted from a butcher shop imtoa restau 
rant, where fried sausage and roast pork should 
take the place of the raw material. Tom John- 
son rescued several picces of Bo'ogua and link- 
chain sausage; Johnnie McLendon hooked a 
whole hog ang saved that bacon from the dea 
vousing element; some of the b>ys got their 
pockets full of chop- sausage, and not a few had 
“long billies” in change. The books and pa- 
pers of the firm were saved, though iu a dam 
aged condition 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRS. 

The examination so closely and carefully 
mude by Chief Joyner disclosed the presence oj 
a half barrel of matches just where the fire 
originated. The nearest and most satisfactory 
solution is that the matches were attacked by 
the ratsand by them set on fire. There were 
no signs of incendiarism apd no one present 
but believed it ene of the accidents arising from 
a carelvss handling of combustibles,

A Question for Historians—are His 
Ashes iu the Cathedral of Havana 
or St. Deminge (ity 7 
The following details have been re- 
ceived | the news recently 
trom ana that the body 
of ewe Uolumbus had been 
found in Domingo.

Pa in Sc. Domingo City, 
describes the second tinding of Colum- 
bus’ bones in the cathedral of St. Do- 
minge City, as foliows: r% 

The tomb was opened with ali re- 
spect, and the bishop of Orope super- 
intended the taking out from it of the 
leaden coffin, which was then publicly 
placed upon a table so that all preseat 
could give testimony. There were 

resent the minister of state, the 
oreiga consuls, the municipal authori- 
ties, the clergy, the governor of the 
province, and other public officers. The 
coffin was 42 centimeters long, 214 wide 
and 21 deep, and bore the following in- 
scription on the cover:

On the ieft side the letter C, and on 
the right the letter A, and on the front 
the letter C. The leaden case being 
opened was found to contain some 
bones, several ia good condition, bat 
the majority had become. pulverized, 
withou. doubt belonging to the immor- 
tal Columbus, for in the reverse of the 
cover was found the inscription, in 
Gothic letters, “llitre, y Esdo varon D. 
Cristobal Colon.’’* This must mean 
“Tilustrions and esteemed man, Chris- 
topher Columbus.” 

THE TRANSFER TO HAVANA, 


At the time of making the treaty of 
Basilea, in 1795, with France, for the 
cession ot the island, the Admiral! Don 
Gabriel de Aristizabal and the other 
local authorities agreed to send the 
bones of Coiumbus to Havana, and the 
transfer was made with tlhe greatest 
pomp in the said year of 1795. At the 
time, however, there was a rumor thai 
the Spaniards had been cheated by the 
substitution of other remains for those 
of Columbus, the report being that 
those delivered were the remains ot 
Don Diego, son of Columbus, second 
vice king and admiral of the new 
world This substitution was al- 
leged to have been perpetrated bya 
priest. In this manner the remains 
of Columbus were never removed 
from the cathedral of St. Domingo 
city. The secret was transmitted from 
one person to anbdther until it came to 
its lust recipient, Carlos Nouel, son-in- 
law of the distinguished Dominican, 
Thomas de Bobadilla. We are assured, 
on trustworthy authority, that Mr. 
Juan N. lejera was also cognizant of 
the fact. In the-works recently eke- 
cuted in the cathedral of this city, under 
the orders of the Rey. Father Bellini, 
the remains of Doa Louis Columbus 
were found. Public opinion then be- 
came aroused and gave credit to the 
oid tradition about the discovered bones 
being in the cathedral, and Archbishop 
Roque Cocchia aud the Rey. Father 
Beliini became muen interested in the 
matter and caused a search to be made, 
with the result given above. | 


VERY STRONG PROOFS, 


Prescott and other historians are now 
cited by the Spaniards in Cuba to prove 
that the Spanish authorities in 1795 
could not have been cheated in the mat- 
ter of the remains of Colambus. The 
inscription, “D dela A per ATE,” the 
Dominicans claim, signifies ‘ Discoverer 
of America.” The Spaniards maintain 
that this is absurd, as the land discoy- 
ered in 1492 by Columbus was not then 
known to Spain by the name of Ameri 
ca—that name coming from Americo 
Vespucio, who is said to have been the 
discoverer of the South American con~ 
tinent. The Spanish authorities and 
historians will, ere long, have to pro- 
duce all the proofs given by their ar- 
chives of the truth of the fuct that the 
remains at Havana are the bona fide 
ones of the daring navigator and dis- 
coverer, Christopher Columbus. 


COLUMBUS’ LAST VOYAGE, 

Columbus left Cadez May 9, 1502, 
with four caravels, with 150 men, to 
search for a passage through the sea 
now known as the.Gulf of Mexico to 
the East ludies, but after much suffer- 
ing returned home, reaching San Lu- 
car, Nov. 10, 1504. He lay sick for 
some months at Seville, and recovered 
only to have bis claims for redress re- 
jected by the king, Queen Isabella be- 
ing now dead. Ano old men, broken in 
body, although in full possession of his 
mental facuities, having, in his own 
words “no place to repair to except an 
inn, and often with nothing to pav for 
sustenance,” the discovery of the New 
Worid died in the act of repeating the 
words in Latin, “Lord, into Thy hands 
| commit my spirit.” Seven years ai- 
lerward a marble tomb was placed 
over his remains, with an inscription 
ordered by the king. 
And Castilla y a Leon 
Nueva Mundo dio Colon, 
(To Castile and Leon a New World 

gave Colon.) 
Death did not end his voyages. His 
remains, first deposited in the convent 
of St. Francis, were transferred in 1513 
tothe Carthusian Monasctery of Lus 
(juevas; were taken in 1536 to St. Do- 
mingo and deposited in the catbedral 
of that city; thence were conveyed, as 
is generally believed, to: the cathedral 
of Havana.
